NUMBER NOW OUT IS 40,000 


CINCINNATI AND PACIFIC COAST 


STORM CENTERS. 


THE SCOTTS GIVE OUT HINT 


BUT WARSHIPS MUST BE BUII/T 


ON PACIFIC COAST. 


Washington, May 22.—President 


O'Connell, of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, estimates that 
the number of machinists engaged in 
the strike today is 40,000* He claims 
to be satisfied with the situation and 
has confidence in the result. 


"By next Monday morning/' he 


said, "probably 90 per cent, of the 
men who went out will be back at 
work, with their demands granted. 
Ttoe other 10 per cent, are mostly on 
the Pacific coast and in several Ohio 
cities. San Francisco is the only 
place where we look for a protracted 
strike. 
The situation there is un- 


changed and the strike may cover 
several weeks. 
No important de- 


velopments are reported at Cincinna- 
ti, though about fifteen small firms 
have signed the agreements. 


The .situation also is unchanged at 


Hamilton, Dayton and Alliance, Ohio, 
and Tacoma and Seattle, Wash, Re- 
ports from all other sections indicate 
that negotiations are progressing and 
that agreements are in sight/* 


President Mulholland, of the Allied 


Metal Trades association, comprising 
the semi-skilled men in 
machine 


shops, has notified the machinists' 
headquarters here that he is ready to 
order out his men whenever the lat- 
ter body deems it necessary. 
The 


strike leaders, however, do not care 
to involve any more men in the 
movement than is necessary, and the 
indications are that there will be no 
general augmentation of the force of 
the strikers by the allied SIcii, 


Kansas City advises indicate that 


nine firms tEhere signed today, leav- 
ing approximately 300 men still out. 
All of the f ounteen firms in Hoboken, 
N. J., have signed.

San Francisco, May S2.—Absolute 


order has so far obtained in the 
strike ot machinists here. Thirteen 
shops have so far granted the work- 
men's demands. The Fulton and Mc- 
Cormick Iron works have been vir- 
tually closed by the strike of the 
molders employed in those places. 


Holders ill other shops did not 


strike because they say the move- 
ment has not yet received the sanc- 
tion of their national body in Cin- 
cinnati.

congress.

ferred by the party of ithe first part 
to any other person or persons/*

HER RIGGING SWEPT AWAY

HIS MAJESTY WAS QUITE COOL 


GREAT DAMAGE TO LIPTON'S 


NEW RACER, 


Southampton, May 22,—The cup 


challenger, with King Edward and a 
party on. "board, was totally dismasted 
today by a squall, off CowSs, Isle of 
Wight, 'flhe king, who was on deck, 
had a miraculous escape. The top 
mast, main, mast and '"bowsprit wexe 
broken short off. 


London, May S3,—3:55 p. m.—Dur- 


ing the race between the two Sham- 
rocks and the Sybarita, in the Solent 
today, a sudden squall struck the 
yachts. The top mast of the Sham- 
rock II. was carried away and then 
her main mast went by tfhe board, 
carrying all 'her sails with it and 
caving her practically a wreck. The 
top sail of the Shamrock I. was also 
carried away in the squall. 
King 


Edward, who was the guest of Sir 
Thomas Lipton of board the Sham- 
rock II. at the time, had a narrow es- 
cape. 


No one was injured on iboard the 


yachts.

OVER A T'RXANGULAR COURSE. 


Ryde, Isle of Wight, May 22.— 


The yachts were to be sent today 
reaching over 
a triangular course 


similar to one of the Americas cup 
series. 
The entrance into the race 


of the yawl Sybarit (about ninety 
nine feet over all) added to the In- 
terest taken in the contest, and espe- 
cially as the 
fresh weather and 


reaching course were both in lavor 
of the yawl, placing the captains of 
the two Shamrocks under the neces- 
sity of driving their boats at full 
s£eed in order to maike any credita- 
ble showing against the 
out&i fa: 


•w.d promising King Edward an op- 
portunity of witnessing what prom 
ised to be the smartest race of the 
series, 


There was 
s> fine, fresh, easte -ly 


breeze driving a snort, white-topped 
sea up the channel when the tfrjfee 
yachts set their club-topsails short- 
ly after noon and proceeded to the 
starting point. 


There was some delay in estaW-li- 


ing a starting line. The wind fresh- 
ened considerably and blew twelve 
to thirteen knots, with the prospect 
of magnificent racing. 


King Edward, desiring to take a 


more active part in the proceedings 
than was possible from the deck of 
the {Erin, was> taken on board the 
challenger, 
accompanied by 
Sir 


Tfhomas Liptoni and. two ladies* 


The preliminary 
starting signal 


was given fromrthe Erin. 


Whil^ the yachts were maneuver- 


ing for the start a squall came with- 
out the slightest warning and i/he 
bowsprit of the cliallenger was car- 
ried away short. The extra strain 
thus thrown on the topmast proved 
too much for the spar, It whipped, 
broke and bouled otf to leeward, car- 
rying the whole weight of the jacK- 
yard and gear over the side in a 
terrible tangle. Almost as the top- 
mast fell, the great steel mainmast, 
weighing more than two tons ami 
carrying spars and gear weighing 
an additional three or 
four tons, 


swayed for a moment and then, al- 
most (by a miracle, plunged over tne- 
side and into the water, with the 
ripping, tearing sound of breaking 
Wire «tnd tearing gear in the air. 


The members of the royal party 


were seated on deck, close to the 
companion-way* 


The king was showing keen pleas* 


-ure watching the fight whicn Captain 
Sycamore was makin'g for the ad- 
vaatage at the start. The yacht was 
racing along at a formidable angle, 
and the sloping deck, witli a meie 
fringe of rail, seemed a rather per- 
ilous place for the accommodation of 
the visitors.

to be today's trial of the Shamrocks* 
His majesty, who was accompanied 
only by his personal attendants, was 
met at the pier by &ir Thomas Lip- 
ton and W, G. Jameson. 
Thjey en- 


tered a launch and proceeded to the 
Erin* 


The visit was quite informal, a few 


additional policemen on the pier be- 
ing the only evidence-of anything un- 
usauL 
Although it was originally 


intended that tfhe king should sail on 
board the challenger, it was pointed 
out that there was a considerable ele- 
ment of danger when a linglitly-built 
racer was hard driven, and it was de- 
cided that liis majesty should wit- 
ness the race from the Erin, though 
he later went aboard the new chal- 
lenger. 


Immediately after the king boarded 


the Erin she started in the wake of 
the yachts, which were already en 
route for the starting line.

INTEBESTIN0 LECTUKE. 


Traced Life From Baoyhood to Man- 


hood au'd Pointed Out Some 


Evils to Be Corrected. 


An appreciative audience 


Tuesday evening to the lecture by 
Rev. 
L. J. Motschonail, of Christ's 


Lutheran church, who spoke from the 
subject, uBoys Becoming Men/' 'and 
In the course of his argument mad« a 
strong plea for the boy. 


Bev. Motschman divided man's life 


into three periods—the budding, the 
flowering1 and the ripening period. 
Babyhood was designated a-s the bud- 
ding period, and in this connection 
the speaker referred in caustic terms 
to the "modem 'anlfci-child idea/' 
which, he said, is found chiefly in 
fashionable hotu.es. 


"There is something wrong about 


the man or woman who doesn't like 
babies," he said, "and something un- 
natural and inhuman about a woman 
who cares more for a woolly, ugly dog 
than she does about a child. 
I often 


wonder how sucli a woman's husband 
must regard 'himself, when he ae- 
fleets that he is stepfather to a poodle 
dog. 
Such women are common in 


what is called fashionable, *high- 


ned' society. 
They may be 'high- 


toned' socially, but they are low- 
toned morally, 
•and far down in the 


human scale. 
It is in these circles, 


among1 such people, where scandals 
grow." 


The flowering peiiod, from seven to 


fouiteeii yens of age, was pointed 
out as a most critical time, for the 
reason that it is then that habits are 
formed which goveiu the latter life. 
"Rev. Mcfpulvnau believed that the 
boys should be given full play for 
their buoyancy, and snid that haim 
would lesult either from excessive re- 
striction of youthful tendencies, or 
from too careful methods of house 
keeping. 
Th^ mother who drives 


her boys into th* stieet because they 
soil th'e furniture and create disorder 
in the house is laying up future trou- 
ble for herself. 
"Better let them 


smash the furniture if i't is necessary

thoughts of 'the street.7' 


The ripening period, from fourteen 


to tweiity-crs yenr«, should be de- 
voted to tlie >aequmng of the besr 
possible education. 
Tho sppikor was 


of the opinion that the boys suffer 
froin an unjust discrimination at the 
completion o'f the high school educa- 
tion, 
Afc this period H;he girls have 


no difficulty in finding positions as 
teachers, while thf young man musf- 
seek other occupations. 
He believed 


more "boys would complete die higih 
school comses weie it not for this 
barrier against them. 


Mr. Motschman spolce in a general 


way along- the lines of human en- 
deavor, and spoke an encouraging 
word for the boy beginning his life 
work.

ness awaiting them today and the 
rapidity with 
which 
the various 


matters were disposed of evidenced 
the assembly's intention to have for 
consideration as little unfinished 
business as possible after the settle- 
ment of the creed-revision question. 
The regular order called for the re- 
port of the committees 
on foreign 


missions, 
publication and benevo- 


lence, and the report of Rev. Richard 
S. Holmes, of Pittsburg, on his mis- 
sion of raising- money to pay the in- 
debtedness on 
the 
Presbyterian 


building hi New York. 


The building is said to have cost 


the church $1,773,287. 
The debt 


has been rscluced ons'half and Dr. 
Holmes is endeavoring to secure 'this 
sum by appeals tc wealthy individ- 
uals, to congregations, 
church so- 


cieties and pastors. 


The first matter to come before the 


assembly at the morning session was 
the report of the committee on church 
polity, presented by Uev, Dr, George 
T. Purves, of New York, chairman. 
The report contained decisions on 
overtures submitted by various pres- 
byteries. 


OVERTURES TAKEN UP. 


An overture 
from 
the Chicago 


presbytery asked for the 
appoint- 


ment of a committee to reconsider the 
form of the so-called 
"WIestchester 


overture and to frame 
such an 


amendment to the form of govern- 
ment-as shall provide for the restric- 
tion of voting 
in 
presbyteries to 


those 
ministers 
who 
• re-present 


churches or are actively engaged in 
the service of the church. 


The comnlibtee decided that as the 


so-called Westchester overture had 
been overwhelmingly defeated at the 
last general assembly, it was not 
deemed advisable to again submit it 
to rthe presbyteries. 


An overture from the 
Brooklyn 


presbytery 'asking permission to 
erase from the roll the names of two 
ministers whose whereabouts have 
been unknown for the past twenty- 
five years, was favorably acted upon 
by the committee. 


CHURCH PISTURBANCES. 


Rsv, Dr. John W, Dinsmore, of Cal- 


ifornia, 
chairman 
of the judicial 


committee, reported that the commit- 
tee had 
acted 
upon a number of 


cases. Among them was the appeal 
of John E. Dayton and others, of the 
Church of the Covenant, Williams- 
port. A factional disturbance in the 
church resulted in the locking out of 
the pastor. The assembly 
decided 


that as the case affected the consti- 
tution of the Presbyterian church, it 
should be tried and issued according 
to the provisions of the book of dis- 
cipline, 


THE VOTES ON OVERTURES, 
Bev, Dr, W. H. Roberts, 
stated 


clerk, reported the vote of the var- 
ious presbyteries upon overtures re- 
ferred to them "-by the assembly of 
1900. 
Among these overtures was 


one defining tbe ministerial member- 
ship in presbyteries, which was re- 
jected. 


By a vote of 198 to 11 congrega- 


tions were given pel-mission to elect 
their pastors as 
pastors 
emeritus 


when they are 
prevented 
by age 


from performing their duties. By a 
vote of 187 to 18 the presbyteries 
decided that candidates for the min- 
istry shall not be'licensed to preach 
until one year after graduation.

CINCINNATI AND PACIFIC COAS1 


STORM CENT-BBS. 


THE SCOTTS GIVE OUT HIN 


BUT WARSHIPS MUST BE BUILT 


ON PACIFIC COAST. 


Washington, May 32.—Presided 


Q'Gonnell, of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, estimates thai 
the number of machinists engaged in 
the strike today is 40,000. He claims 
to be satisfied with the situation and 
has confidence in the result. 


lIBy next Monday morning," he 


said, ''probably 90 per. cent, of the 
men who went out will toe back ai 
work, with their demands granted 
The other 10 per cent, are mostly 011 
.the Pacific coast and in several Ohio 
cities.

headquarters here that lie is ready to 
order out his men whenever the lat- 
ter body deems it necessary.

strike leaders, however, do not care 
to involve any more men in the 
movement than, is necessary, and the 
indications arc that there will be no 
general augmentation of the force of 
the strikers by the allied men. 


'Kansas City advices indicate that 


nine firms there signed today, leav- 
ing approximately 300 men still out.

Southampton, May 22.—The inter- 


est shown in the event by King Ed- 
ward added special zest to what was 
to be today's trial of the Shamrocks. 
His majesty, who was accompanied 
only by his personal attendants, was 
met at the pier by Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton and W. G-. Jameson. 
They en- 


tered a launch and proceeded to the 
Erin. 


The visit was quite Informal, a few 


additional policemen on the pier be- 
ing the only evidence-of anything un- 
usaul. 
Although it was originally 


intended that the king should sail on 
board the chnllenger, it was pointed 
out that there was a considerable ele- 
ment of danger when a linghtly-built 
racer was hard driven, and it was de- 
cided that his majesty should wit- 
ness the race from the Erin, though 
he later went aboard the new chal- 
lenger. 


Immediately after the king boarded 


the Erin she started in the wake of 
the yachts, .which were already en 
route for the starting line.

EDUCATION IN SCOTLAND. 


Universities in Four Cities to Get the 


Benefit—Scotchmen Are Alone 


to Enjoy It. 


London, May 20.—Andrew Carnegie 


has given £2,000,000 to establish free 
education, in four Scotch universi- 
ties, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and St. Andrews. He stipulates that 
the beneficiaries be his "Scotch fel- 
low countrymen" only, no Englisb, 
Irish, colonials or foreigners. 
The 


fund will apply to medical as well as 
to commercial education and will be 
placed in the hands of trustees, who 
will pay the expenses of Scottish stu- 
dents benefited under the scheme.

Then the frenzied man set fire to the 
barn and repeatedly discharged his 
rifle through the door, killing all the 
cows as they tried to escape from the 
smoke and flames. The shots 
at- 


tracted policemen in the lower part 
of the city. Patrolman Ben Wallis, 
who was the first to arrive, entered 


crowds. Mrs. Conway says her hus- 
band had been acting strangely for 
several days, but he never made any 
threats in her presence. The humane 
officers have taken charge of the Gar- 
rison children and an effort will be 
made to get them, into tbe home for 
the friendless. 


The following Is a copy of the let- 


ter which Conway left to the local 
paper: 


"Well, friend readers, what I will 


do v,-ill be a plenty. I will tell you 
why. This man Garrison has bull- 
dozed the whole ranch since he has 
been here, but he run against a snag 
when he landed on me, so I think lie 
will sink. He got the ranch under 
control and he got it for nothing. 
Dad gave him everything he got; he 
run the whole family away and has 
caused my dad to disown me. I am 
from Kentucky and you know what's 
in them 'people. He threatened to 
kill me and you know the jig is up. 
I need not tell you what I am going 
to do, for it will be in sight, so come 
and see."

Con- 
way had told his wife the whole story 
and she begged him to flee the city, 
but he replied that lie realized he 
was in a desperate fix and was going 
to die game. Going upstairs he shot 
himself in the breast with a revolver i 
that lay on the dresser. The officers i 
then rushed in and took charge of the 
body. 


A note left by the dead man to a 


local morning paper told why he com- 
mitted the crimes. Ho said Garrison 
iad robbed him and his father and 
;hat he could stand it no longer. He 
ended by saying he "was from Ken- 
tucky," and that the people in a few 
lours would be invited to see his 
work. 
Saturday morning 
Conway 


wrote a letter to Garrison telling him 
ic would give him ten days to leave 
the neghborhood. 
Garrison showed 


the letter to Conway's father and the 
latter upbraided his son, who gave 
aim no answer. 


Everet was employed as switchman 


by the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road company. He was twenty-seven 
years old and come here from Ken- 
;ucky when a boy. Garrison was 
thirty-one years old and leaves two 
children, a boy and girl. He came 
liere from Illinois four years ago.

WILL CITKE MOSQTJITO BITES. 


Washing-ton, May 18.—Professor 


Voges, the director of the national 
board of health at Buenos Ayres, ac- 
cording to a report received at the 
state department, has discovered a 
remedy for mosquito bites. The pro- 
fessor states that he discovered it 
by accident during his trip to Para- 
guay, to s^idy the pest He had been 
supplied with all sorts of remedies, 
among them napthfflline, fln article 
of no value against the pest, but on 
using it for mosquito bites he fonnd 
it of good effect. It neutralizes the 
poison, even when the spot bitten Is 
greatly inflamed. If. fresh bites are 
rubbed with napthaline no swellling 
follows. 
The professor considers 


napthaline almost a specific against 
mosquito poison. 


Washington, May 20.-The war de- 


partment has received from China a 
petition presented to Qeneral Chaffee 
by a mass meeting of several thous- 
and Chinamen who assemble* In 
front of the office of the provost mar- 
shal at Petto March 88 last and 
signed by 5,600 Chinese residents of 
that city, praying the retention of 
the American troops.

To you of the republics south, o 


us I wish to say a sjpecia.1 word, 
believe with all my heart in th 
Monroe doctrine. This doctrine i 
not to be invoked for the aggran. 
dizement of any one of us here on 
this continent at the expense o 
any one else on this continent. I 
should be regarded simply as 
great international pan-American 
policy, vital to the interests of al 
of us. The United States has, am 
ought to have, and must ever have 
only the desire to see her siste; 
republics in the 
western 
hemi 


sphere continue to flourish, and the 
determination that no old world 
power shall acquire new territory 
here on this western 
continent 


We of the two Americas must b» 
left to work out our own salvation 
along our own lines, and if we are 
wise we will make it understood as 
a cardinal feature of our joint for 
eign policy that on the one hand 
we will not submit to territorial 
aggrandisement on this continent 
by any old* world power, and that 
on the other hand, among ourselves 
each nation must scrupulously re- 
gard the rights and interests oi 
the others, so thut instead of any 
one of us committing he crimina' 
folly of trying to rise at the ex- 
pense of our neighbors, we shall 
all strive upward in honest and 
manly brotherhood, shoulder to 
shoulder. 


A word now especially to my fel- 


low countrymen. I think that we 
have all of -us reason to be satis- 
fied with the showing made in this 
exposition, as in the other great 
expositions of the past, of the re- 
sults of the enterprise, the shrewd 
daring, the business 
energy and 


capacity, and 
the 
artistic, and 


above all, the wonderful mechani- 
cal skill and inventiveness of our 
people. In all of this we have 
legitimate 
cause to feel a noble 


pride, and a still nobler pride in 
the showing made of what we have 
done in such matters as our sys- 
tem of widespread popular educa- 
tion and in the field of philan- 
thropy—especially in that best 
kind of philanthropy which teaches 
each man to help lift both himself 
and his neighbor by joining with 
that neighbor hand in. hand in a 
common effort for 
the 
common 


good. 


There are certain truths which 


are so commonplace as to be axiom- 
atic, and yet so important that we 
cannot keep them too vividly be- 
fore our minds. The true welfare 
of the nation is indissolubly bound 
with the welfare of the farmer and 
the mechanic; of the man who tills 
the soil, and of the mechanic, the 
handicraftsman, the 
laborer.

A good deal ca: 


and ought to be done by law. Fo 
instance, the state, and if neces 
sary, the nation, should by law as 
sume ample power of supervisin 
and regulating the acts of any coi 
poration (which can be but its crea 
ture), and generally of those im 
mense business enterprises whic 
exist only because of the 
safet 


and protection to property guai 
anteed by our system of govern 
ment. Yet it is equally true tha 
while this power should exist, i 
should be used sparingly and wit 
self-restraint. 
Modern industria 


competition is very keen betwee: 
nation and nation, and now tha 
our country is striding

should beware how we fetter ou 
limbs,

While striving to pre 


vent industrial injustice at home 
we must not bring upon ourselve 
industrial weakness abroad.

finest abilities of the statesman 
the student, the patriot and th 
far-seeing- lover of mankind.

is to look to our own selves to se 
that our consciences as individuals 
that our collective national con 
science, may be instant to respon< 
to every appeal for hig-Ii action 
and lofty and generous endeavoi 
There must and shall be no fall 
ing off in the national traits o 
hardihood and manliness, and w 
must keep ever bright the love o 
justice, the spirit of strong brother 
ly friendship for 
one's 
fellows 


which we nope and believe wil 
hereafter stand as typical of the 
'men who make up this, the might 
iest republic upon which the sun 
has ever shone. 
The speech of Vice President Koose 


velt aroused a high spirit of enthusi- 
asm, 
and he was .-wildly cheered as ht 


closed and took his seat. 


SENATOR LODGE'S ADDRESS. 
Senator Lodge was then presented 


He, too, was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 
He -said in part: 


To you 'of the central and south- 


ern continent I believe that the 
American people and the govern- 
ment of iJhe United States would 
say, if they could speak with a 
single voice, that they desire noth- 
ing so much, as to strengthen al 
the bonds which connect them with 
your republics. We hope tliat you 
will believe that this is not the 
expression of 'a mere civility. We 
tU&ire that you should regard the 
United States as your best friend. 
We seek 110 intention to the south- 
ward. We desire nothing that Is 
yours. We ask 
only 
for your 


friendship, for your commerce, and 
for your good will. We also ear- 
nestly hope -that you will unite 
.with, us in the support of what we 
believe to be the true policy foi 
America, both north and south. 
That policy is 
expressed in tne 


Monroe doctrine and carries with 
it all the purpose of drawing close 
the bonds between the continents 
and extending the belief in the 
solidarity of American interests. 
The Central American canal Is as 
important to you as to us. It will 
bring the western coast of South 
America into immediate sea con- 
nection with our Atlantic coast, 
and tour Atlantic coast into imme- 
diate connection with California. 
That canal we are 
prepared to 


build at our own expense. That 
canal we intend to control, not In 
our own interests alone, but in the 
interests of all the states of both 
continents. It ds to be an Amer- 
ican canal and the United States 
is abundantly able to alone guar- 
antee its neutrality, to require no 
help financially or politically from 
any country, and to protect it foi 
the benefit of America and of the 
world. In this great undertaking 
we ask from 
you 
of the south 


neither men nor money, but only 
that you should give us your sym- 
pathy and your moral support and 
that you should believe that the 
canal built by the United States 
is as much in your interests as 
ours. 
We aiifk you also, and this 


is more impoi-tant than anything 
else, to stand 'by us dn the unswerv- 
ing maintenance of the 
Monroe 


doctrine. That doctrine is that no 
.possession now "held by Europe is 
to be disturbed, but that Europe 
is to acquire no new possessions 
and to extend no old ones. Under 
no pretense can we of the American 


*er Etfrope to enter 


in and establish colonies or seek to 
partition 
Central 
or Southern 


America. We cannot, we will cot, 
permit any great military power 
to enter Ibis 
hemisphere, settle 


down by our firesides, force ur to 
create great standing armies and 
from some point of vantage offer 
an eternal menace to our peac?. 
You -have your own countries and 
your own governments. We wish 
the pence, prosperity, an increasing 
population and growing 
wealth, 


but we wish you to have it under 
your own flags .ind in -absolute in- 
dependence, without any possibil- 
ity of interference by Europe. We 
ask you to be true to the doctrine 
which we announced seventy-five 
year.~ ago. If you will put your 
faith in it and be true to it we will 
defend it. No American soil shall 
be given up to any power of Eu- 
rope. We wish nothing but friend- 
ship with Europe; we do not seek 
'to meddle in any way with Euro- 
pean affairs and we do not wish 
to have Europe meddle with us. 
No power which now 'has no foot- 
hold in this hemisphere can be per- 
mitted to come in here and by pur- 
chase, lease, or other arrangement 
get control' o-i" even the smallest 
island for the purpose of establish- 
ing a naval station or a place or 
arms. When Spain sued for peace 
we could have demanded from her 
an island which would have given 
us a naval station in European 
waters, -but we made no such re 
quest. In return we say no Eu 
peaii power shall come in here to 
establish n naval station in the 
Caribbean sea. A place of arms 
at that point, owner or controlled 
by one of the powers of Europe 
not now owning- any territory ii 
America, would be a menace to tin 
canal and to every South. American 
state. TJnder no conditions, untie] 
no stress of circumstances can the 
smallest island or the most barren 
proinonotory on either continen" 
ever be ceded or sold to one of the 
great powers of Europe. This Can 
ger is real. It cannot be warded 
off by brave words, by Fourth Oi. 
July orations or by confident boast- 
ing1 of our strength and resources 
It can only be avoided a thorough 
agreemenet -among all 'American 
states upon the Monroe doctrine 
and by unceasing 
watchfulness 


complete preparation and the mosi 
absolute readiness on t5ie part o3 
the United States. 


Such is the message which I, 


for one, isihould like to have go 
forth from this great exposition to 
all the people of the 
Americas 


whom we wave invited hither. We 
have ihigh hopes of the benefits 
which i,vill come to us from the ex- 
tension of our commerce, to which 
we believe this exposition will give 
wings, but our 
highest hope is 


that it will bring home to those 
who caine from distant regions to 
this city by the northern lakeis the 
fact that the United States seeis 
nothing but the welfare of the re- 
publics of South America, and asks 
in return that they should share 
with 'her in jealously maiiitainln 
the 
doctrtine of Monroe. 
The 


motto of every American state 
should be, not as a mere empty 
cry, 
but as the utterance of a pro- 


found, principle, "America for tlie 
Americans.-' To all the rest of the 
•world we hold 
out the hand of 


friendship, and we desire nobbing 
as much as the closest and most 
friendly relations, but over what 
'has once become American soil only 
American flags must float. 
Senator Lodge was followed by 


Frederic ;Almy, -who recited a poem, 
and he in turn by Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Woodruff.

MACHINISTS BEGIN BATTLE FOB 


SHORTER DAY. . 


MANY CITIES ARE AFFECTED 


IN MANY CASES DEMANDS ARE 


ACCEDED TO. 


NINETY THOUSAND MEN OUT 


REPORTS 'FROM 
THE 
CITIES 


WHERE STRIKE IS ON.

Washington, May 20.—The genera: 


strike of the employes iu the ma- 
chinery and allied 
metal 
trades 


throug'hout the country to enforce a 
nine-iiour day with an increase oi 
wages to meet the reduction in th( 
horns of Labor took effect today. 


Reports were received by FresideiH 


O'Connell, of the National Associa- 
tion of Machinists, and 
other offi- 


cials, who are in this city, early ii 
the forenoon indicating that a large 
number of establishments, heretoforf 
holding out against the demands o: 
the men, were making the necessary 
concessions. Mr. O'Connell said this 
morning that it was too early to 
make any estimate of the number 
of men out. His original figure was 
150,000 men directly affected and 
several hundred thousand indirectly 
This figure has been largely reduced 
by the number of agreements reached 
in the last two or three days. Mr 
O'Connell, while refusing to make 
any estimates or draw any conclu- 
sions until later in. the day. said tlie 
reports so far received were of a very 
encouraging nature. 


IN NEW ENGLAND. 


In New England the first reports 


show that many men are out, hu 
the number in the aggregate cannot 
be estimated as yet. 


The states mostly affected in New- 


England are Connecticut and Ver- 
mont. Prom the former state tele- 
graphic reports to the headquarters 
here show all the machinists in the 
towns of Ansonia and Derby are out. 
The men in the principal towns in 
Vermont also have struck. 
These 


include St. Johnsbury, Rutland fine 
St. Albans. 


Massachusetts and New York were 


late in making reports. From Cin- 
cinnati the indications are that all 
the men are out. This is one of the 
points where the most difficulty- in 
settlement has been 'apprehended. 


In Cleveland the situation has im- 


proved. While the number of men 
out is not stated, the report from 
there today 'announces th'at the Au- 
tomatic Refrigerator company, the 
Grant Tool company, the Danielson 
Tool company and Bolinger & Reilly 
have signed, with, the men. and work 
in these establishments continues. 


In Wilmington, Del., several ot 


the concerns 'are reported as having 
agreed "to the terms this morning. 


IN THE WEST. 


.The report from Denver shows that 


no trouble is expected there. About 
three-quarters of the concerns em- 
ploying machinists in. that city have 
signed and negotiations are in pro- 
gress for a, settlement with others, 
whicli look (hopeful. 


The advices from Chicago indicate 


that arrangements have 'been made 
with a great majority of the firms 
under which the agreement is signed 
and will be enforced. 


President O'Connell estimates that 


about 90,000 men struck today. 
He 


bases this prediction on the tele- 
graphic advices that have reached 
him from the machinists' headquar- 
ters in the various cities. 


IN CINCINNATI. 


Cincinnati, 
Ohio, May 
30.—Al- 


rhough the machinists' strike in ithis 
city was not set to occur until 10 a. 
m., many employes did not take up 
their labors at the regular hour, 7:30 
o'clock. 
Samuel Grompers, president 


of 'the American. Federation of Labor, 
arrived this morning. 
Vice -Presi- 


dent Thomas Kidd and Treasurer 
John B. Lennon, both members of the 
executive board of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, joined him, and 
they immediately went into confer- 
ence with the local leaders of the In- 
;erna'tional 
Association 
of 
Ma- 


chinists. Meantime, without waiting 
'or the official order, operative at 10 
a. m., processions formed as early as 
7:30 o'clock, marched to the larger 
manufacturing concerns, and called 
:he men out. The response was quite 
'eneral even among employes not 
members of the machinists' associa- 
tion, who had given intimation that 
,hey were in 
sympathy with the 


strike. 


At several of 'the large plants, how- 


ever, the men are all at work, even 
where no increase of wages have been 
;ranted. 
At machinists' headquarters it is 


reported three firms have today met 
he demands of the men, making 
fourteen firms where 
there is no 


strike. In all the others the strike 
is declared to be complete, not only 
including machinists, but 
all em- 


ployes. 


The machinists claim that 3,000 of j 


their fellow-craftsmen and as many 
others not machinists have quit 
work. 


MANY OUT IN MILWAUKEE. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 20.—About 


1,600 machinists responded io the or- 
der of President James O'Connell, of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, and refused to begin work 
in this city today. 
Several hundred 


helpers also struck. 
The men went 


to their places of employment as 
usual, but failing to find a notice 
complying with the machinists' de- 
mands for a nine-hour day and a 12^ 
per cent increase in wages quietly re- 
traced their steps homeward.

In the police cammissionership case

On account.of the many points to 


consider along this subject, and on 
account of the time looking into 
all of the different questions that 
arise, I ;wjil pimply draw my atten- 
tion to the main, questions in the 


. 'case of Trentm'an, Bash, et al. vs. 


Fox. There must 'be a comptroller, 
lu this'case the question is -whethei 
the legisiautre has the .power to 
appoint 
these commissioners .to 


take charge of the public fire 
partment, police department and 
such matters pertaining to the city. 
In this case our' duties are made 
easy, because the supreme court .has 
spoken on the subject. It is an im- 
portant thing that the supreme 
court has spoken in regard to this 
matter of legislation. 
The court 


takes the position that the consti- 
tution is for the purpose of meas- 
uring the people's .power j that the 


; constitution is for the purpose of 
limiting.the power. In article 15, 
section 1, it reads: 
"All officers 


whose appointments are not other- 
wise provided for in this constitu- 
tion must he chosen in such man- 
ner as now is or hereafter may be 
made by law." 


The court hoiks that notwith- 


standing that, all. general offices 
are elected hut with no power in 
the legislature to appoint and that 
there are offices that must be filled 
by tlie. choice of the people and of 
course they have 110 right accord- 
ing to the construction pur upon 
this to give this power to the gov- 
ernor, to appoint;" they dwell upon 
that ;with great force and emphasis 
that all the offices, unless otherwise 
provided for, are to be elected by 
the people. In order .to construct 
the constitution properly they re- 
fer to the conditions that existed 
in the constitution of 1816, when 
the legislature had the power to ap- 
point judges of the court and many 
other officers, and where the gover- 
nor had the power to appoint the 
supreme court judge. They all sup- 
posed that they had made an ad- 
vance in taking the power -away 
from the governor and put it where 
it should remain, in the hands of 
the people, and it would sesm from 
these decisions that no matter 
what 
different 
opinions 
there 


may 
be 
that 
the 
legisla- 


ture had no power to create -any of 
the town comimittee or township of- 
fices except to provide for their 
election by the people. 
It wouW: 


, be a startling tiling if tlie legisla- 
ture should pass a law asking that 
the township trustees should be 
chosen by some other authority 
than the people. 
It would startle 


every one—no one has any author- 
ity, to take this power arway from 
the people.

Before the jury rendered their ver- 


dict a number of witnesses were 
heard. An effort was made to show 
that Miss Minas could easily have 
iheard voices through the door con- 
necting her room with that of Ayrea 
and that lights could have been seen 
through the cracks. 


Detectives Horn and Wcedon testi- 


fied to this effect, but Miss Minas de- 
clared that she saw no lights on tlie 
night of the shooting-. She also testi- 
fied that the cries she heaa-d coming 
from Ayres' room were made by a 
man's voice and not by a woman's. 
She was positive that the voice was 
not that of Mrs. Bonine. 


This contradicts Mrs. Bonine, who. 


in her confession yesterday, said thai 
she had uttered the only vocal sound? 
made in the room at the time of the 
tragedy. 
Detective Home's testi- 


mony concerning yesterday's confes- 
sion was not materially different 
from the statement as then given out- 
District Attorney Gould said that 
Mrs. Bonine had decided not to ap- 
pear before tlie coroner's jury. 


In her confession to Selective 


Home, yesterday, Mrs. Bonine, whose 
'husband is a drummer for the whole- 
sale drug- house of Dewitt & Co., of 
Chicago, explained her presence in 
Ayres' room tit 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing1 by saying1 that he had come to 
her room complaining' of a chill and 
asking for medicine, and had induced 
Jier to follow him to his room to talk 
over some matters of difference they 
had between them. 
She said she 


dressed herself in a wrapper and 
went to his room. He had preceded 
her and when she opened the door 
and walked in lie quickly closed It 
and informed lier he had enticed her 
to the room for his own purposes and 
said if she did not submit to his 
•wishes he would kill her. 


Ayres. she said, undressed and. had 


a revolver in his hand, and in a 
struggle for its possession which en- 
sued immediately after she entered, 
it was discharged three times, the 
shots striking Ayres at each dis- 
charge, the last one proving fatal.

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DR. TAIMAGE'S SERMON. 


GOOD AND BAD AMUSEMENTS-THE PREACHER TELLS HOW 


THEY MAY BE DISTINGUISHED. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—This 


discourse of Dr. Talmage is in ac- 
cord with all 
innocent 
hilarities, 


while it reprehends amusements that 
belittle and deprave. Text II. Sam- 
uel ii., 14. "Let the young men now 
arise and play before us.1 


There are two armies encamped by 


the pool of Gibson. The rime hangs 
heavily on their hands. 
One army 


proposes a game of sword-fencing-. 
Nothing could be more healthful and 
innocent. 
The other army 
accepts 


the challenge. Twelve men against 
twelve men, the sport opens. 
But 


something went adversely. Perhaps 
one of the swordsmen got an unlucky 
clip or in 
some way 
had his ire 


nroiiied, and that which opened iii 
sportfulness ended in violence, eac* 
one taking his contestant by the haij 
and then with the sword thrusting1 


•him in the side, so that that -which 
opened in innocent fun ended in mas- 
sacre of all the twenty-four sports- 


' men. Was there ever a better illus- 


tration of what was true then, and Is 
true now, that that which is innocent 
may be made destructive? 


What of a worldly nature is more 


important and strengthening and in- 
noc=ne than amusement and yet 
what has counted more victims? I 
have no sympathy for -a straight- 
jacket religion.1 This is a very bright 
world to me, and I propose to do all 
'I can to make it bright for others. T 
never could keep step 
to a dead 


march. A book years ago issued says 
that a Christian man has a right to 
some amusements; for instance, if he 
comes home at night weary from his 
work, and, feeling the need of recre- 
ation, puts on his slippers, and goes 
into his garden' and walks lively 
round tlie floor several times there 
can be no harm in it. I believe the 
church of God has made a great mis- 
take in trying to suppress the sport- 
fulness of youth and drive out from 
.men their love of amusement. 
If 


God ever implanted anything in us, 
he implanted this desire. But instead 
of providing for this demand of our 
nature, the church of God lias, for 
the mrun part ignored it. 'As in a 
riot, the mayor plants a battery at 
the end of the street, and has it fired 
off, so that everything is cut down 
tliat 'happens to stand in the range, 
the good as well as the bad, so there 


- are men-ih the" churehr who" plant 
their batteries of condemnation, and 
fire away indiscriminately. 
Every- 


thing is 'condemne-d. But Paul, tue 
Apostle, commends those who use 
the world without abusing it, and in 
the natural 
world God lias done 


everything to pleass and to amuM 
us. In poetic figure we sometimes 
speak of natural objects as being in 
pain, but it is a mere fancy. Peers 
say the clouds weep, but they never 
yet shed a. tear; and that the winds 
sigh, but they never did have any 
trouble; and that the storm howls, 
but it never loses its temper. The 
.world is a rose, and the universe a 
garlands. 


CORRUPTION OF PICTURES. 


And I am glad to know that in all 


bur cities there are plenty of places 
where we may find elevated moral 
entertainment. But all honest men 
and good women agree with me in 
the statement that one of the worst 
thingsin 
thess cities is 
corrupt 


amusement. 
Multitudes -have gone 


down under the blasting influence, 
never to rise. If we judge of what is 
going on in many of tlie places of 
amusement by the pictures on board 
fences, and in many of the show win- 
dows, there is not -a much lower 
depth of profligacy to reach. At Na- 
ples, Italy, they keep such pictures 
locked up from indiscriminate inspec- 
tion. Those pictures were exhumed 
from Pompeii, and are uot fit for 
public gaze. If the effrontery of bad 
places of amusement, in hanging out 
improper advertisements of what 
.they are doing night by night, grows 
worse in the same proportion in 50 
years some of our modern cities will 
beat Pompeii. 


I project 
certain principles by 


which you may judge in regard to 
any amusement or recreation, finding 
out for yourself whether it is right or 
wrong. 


I remark, in the first lace, that you 


can judge of the moral character of 
any amusement by its healthful re- 
sult, or by its baleful reaction. There 
are people who seem made up of hard 
facts. 
They are a combination of 


multiplication tables and statistics. 
: 


If you show them an exquisite pic-; 
ture they will begin to discuss the j 
pigments involved in coloring. 
If I 


you show them a beautiful rose they j 
will submit it to a botanical analysis 
which is only the post-mortem ex- 
amination of a flower. They have no 
rebound in their nature. They never 
do anything more than smile. There 
nre no great tides of f£9liiig surging 
up from the depths of their soul, in 
billow after billow of reverberating 
laughter. They seem as if nature 
had built them by contract, and made 
a bungling job out of it. But blessed 
be God, there are people in the world 
who have bright faces, and whose 


life is a song, an anthem, a paean of 
victory. Even their troubles are like 
the vines that crawl up the sides or 
a great tower, on the to of which 
the sunlight holds, perpetual carni- 
val. 
They are the people you like to 


•h'ave come to 'your house; they are 
people I like to have come to my 
house. If you .but touch the hem of 
their garment you are healed. 


WRONG AMUSEMENT. 


Now it is these exhilarant and sym- 


pathetic and warm-hearted people 
that are most tempted to pernicious 
amusements. 
In- proportion as 


ship is swift it .wants a strong helms- 
man; in proportion as a horse is gay, 
it wants a stout driver; and these 
people of exuberant nature will do 
well to look at the reaction of all their 
amusements. If an amusement sends 
you home at night nervous so that 
you cannot sleep, and you rise up in 
tha morning, not because you are 
slept 
out, but because your duty 


drags you from your slumbers, you 
have been where you ought not to 
have been. 
There are amusements 


that send a man'next day to his work

mance and thrilling adventure, love 
that takes .poison and shoots itself,

adventures and hair- 


breadth escapes, you may depend up- 
on, it that you are the sacrificed vic- 
tim of unsanctified pleasure. 
Our 


recreations are intended to build us 
up; and if they pull us down as to 
our moral or as to our physical 
strength, you may come to the conclu- 
sion, that 'they are obnoxoius. 


There is nothing more depraving 


than atteaidance upon amusements 
that are full of innuendo and low sug- 
gestion. 
The young man enters. 'At 


first he sits for back, with his bait on 
and his coat collar up, fearful that 
somebody there may know him. Sev- 
eral nights pass on. 
He takes off his 


hat earlier and puts his coat collar 
down.

his cheek. 
Farewell, young man! 


You have probably started on the 
long xoad which ends in consumtoate 
destruction. 
The stars of hope will

left in utter darkness. Hear you not 
the rush of the maelstrom, in whose 
outer circle your boat nrfw dances, 
making- merry with the whirling 
waters? 
But you are being -drawn 


in, and the gen-He motion will be- 
come terrific a-gitatioii. 
You ciy for 


help. 
In vain! You pull at the oai1 


to put back, but the struggle will not 
avail! 
You will 
be tossed, and 


dashed, and ship-wrecked, aaid swal- 
lowed in the --whirlpool that has al- 
-eady crushed in its wrath ten thous- 
and hulks. 
Young men who have

last. 
Mother will go to her little 


garden and get the sweetest flowers 
and twist them into a chaplet. for the

And the air will be rent with the 
agony. 
The great dramatist says, 


'How sharper than, a serpent's tooth 
t is to have a thankless child." 
I go further, and say those are un- 


christian amusements which 'become 


chief business of a man's life.

we have to work. . If you 
do not 


sweat with toil, you will sweat with 
disease. You have a soul that is to

an avalanche of rock, you will live 
and think and act, high on a throne 
where seraphs sing, or deep in a dun- 
geon where demons howl. In a world

nothing to do. 


Your sports are merely means to 


an end. They are alleviations and 
lelps. 
The arm of toil is the only 


arm strong enough to bring up the 
jucket out of the deep well of pleas- 
ure. Amusement is only the bower 
where business 
and 
philanthropy 


•est while on their way to stirring 
achievements. 
Amusements 
are 


merely the vines that grow about 
the anvil of toil and the -blossomings 
of the hammers. Alas for the man 
who spends his life in laboriously do- 
ng nothing, his days in hunting up 
ounging places and loungers, 
his 


lights seeking out some gas-lighted 
'colery! The man who always has 
on his sporting jacket, ready to hunt

:he brook, with no time to pray or 
vork or rend, is not so well oft as the 
greyhound that runs by his side, 
or the fly bait with which he whips 
the stream.

3Jb phenomena of 
the heavens have appealed so strong- 
ly to our imagination and curiosity 
as comets, and there is no heavenly 
body which has received careful 
study which has yielded so little 
knowledge as *o its nature, purpose 
and composition. 


The history of the comet is prac- 


tically a history of what the ancients 
thought about it, a mass of useless, 
irrational superstition and myth, 
which (the invention of the telescope 
lias scarcely been able to entirely de- 
stvoy. It is a pity that anything so 


• interesting as a comet should offer 


nothing, or next to nothing, of posi- 
tive knowledge, leaving curious man 
to satisfy himself »s best lie can with 
theorizing. One astronomical savant 
bobs up and tells us all about his 
theory, which, other starry experts 
proceed to pick to pieces, while the 
ever-patient and long-suffering pub- 
lic keeps on hoping that before death 
comes its curiosity coenernlng these 
ceelstial visitors will be satisfied. 


The telescope, has, however, re- 


i vealed the fact that comets are con- 
I structed practically alike; thnt is, 
, that they have a nucljeus, a coma, and 
I may or may not have a tail. When 


' do not appear to have a tail it

; ation offered. 


There are various theories as to the 


' composition of the comet Some as- 


tronomers regard it is a sort of dis- 
til tieulated nebula wluch got lost in 


"some way, and not having density 


enough to hold its own, becomes the 
sport of every compact body inW 
whose orbit it happens to whirl. 
Even its nebulous hypothesis is open 
to theorizing. It 
Is not known 


-whether a comet is a solid, of exceed- 
ing density, but of small volume, or 
whether it is a solid mass of extreme- 
ly light and adry'compaction, so 
light, in fact, as to .be unable to pro- 
duce any disturbance in a planet into 
•whose orbit or vicinity it may chance 
to come. Still other authorities re- 
«*ard the comet as a small mass of 
matter ir a state of transformation, 
in which the nebula is the most con- 
densed part, but still diaphanous, and 
surrounded by a cloud of matter of 
the same composition as the nebula; 
that is, the coma; but between the 
particles of which there is consider- 
able space. 
This is the latest and 


perhaps the best explanation offered 
as to the physical character of the 
comet. Because the tail of the comet 
is always directed in a line opposite 
tc the, sun it is argued .that it is simp- 
ly the light of the sun shining 
through the nebulous nucleus and 
» 
coma upon a train of exceedingly fine 
cometary .matter which trails along 
after the head for millions of miles 
in space. 


The appearance of a comet has ever 


filled men with foreboding. In an- 
cient times .it was regarded as an 
omen of evil, a harbinger of disaster 
and death, either to the nation or to 
some illustrious personage as the 
king or ruler. It never was a wel- 
comed visitor, except to the astrono- 
mer. 
As recent as 1843 the great 


comet of that year brooded like an 
evil spirit over the minds of Eu- 
ropeans. This comet was, perhaps, 
the largest one that had been seen 
since the dawn of history. It was of 
great brilliancy and its tail extend- 
ed almost from horizon to horizon. 


Every description of influence has 


been attributed to comets. Droughts 
epidemics, weather conditions, 
dry 


fogs, etc., have 
been 
laid to the 


charge of a comet. 


In 1783 there was what was called 


a dry fog, which settled upon a vast 
area of the earth's surface and which 
presented somo curious manifesta- 
tions 
It came all at once and on the 


same day. It :«sted a month and 
was apparently not due to tie action 
o£ winds which might have carried 
it to these places. It was so dense 
that objects only a few yards away 
could not be seen at all. There was 
a. bluish color to the haze and a faint 
luminosity. It was as dense on the 
top of 'the Alps a» at the sea level, 
and succeeded In inspiring awe and 


terror to pretty much everyone 
Europe. .Wise men and astroiiomet 
were appealed to for an explanatio 
of this strange phenomena. Final! 
it was explained that the earth wa 
passing through a portion of the ta. 
of a comet and that the dry 
dus 


which hung- motionless over the Ian 
was composed of particles of come 
matter which became luminous when 
the sun shone upon it. 
Vegetation 


shriveled and died. Moisture every 
where was licked up. 
Finally th 


eyes, nostrils, throat and skin of th 
people became parched and dry anc 


iuch suffering 
ensued. 
But epi 


demies and other diseases which de 
[land upon moisture for their devel 
opraent vanished like mist before the 
wind. 


Great floods were attributed IE 


early days to cometary influence. 
Tt 


las even been offered that at the time 
'f the great flood, in which Noah fig- 
ured so conspicuously, the cause oj 
t was due to a comet of huge pro- 
lortious which had come very close 
o the earth. Every time a comet ap- 
pears there is talk about the earth 
mining into a comet, and various 
speculations are discussed as to the 
irobable effect on society 
vent should take place.

in its vaults. Many savings bank 
have men tracing these accounts ant 
in this investimation odd things fre 
quently come to th* surface. 


Particularly interesting were th 


developments in one such case whicl 
recently rewarded the investigation 
of the Greenwich savings bank. Thi 
deposit in this case was made in 
1833, two years after the founding 
of that institution.

Probably jio one neec 
be told tihwt at the death of ft pop 
the cardinals who are then present la 
Home assemble -and choose 
among their number to nil the chai 
of Saint Peter. This reunion is called 
the conclave (cum clavis—under lock 
and key), because the cardinals ar 
carefully locked up until after the 
proclamation of the name 
chosen 


The regular number of cardinal! 
composing the Sacred college is sev- 
enty, but it is rare that more than 
sixty are present; many are absen 
from Borne, and ordinarily the con 
clave is composed of only forty or 
forty-five. 
Unless some departure 


from the customary usage be made in 
the next papal election, the follow- 
ing will be the ceremonies observed: 


The morning following the funeral 


of the deceased pope the cardinals 
assemble at the pontifical palace. On 
reaching the Pauline 
chapel 
the 


apostolic bull will be read, conven- 
ing the conclave, and the caisiinala 
will ffcake the required oath, swear- 
ing- to elect the most worthy among 
their number. 
'JChey then proceed 


o their respective cells, where they 
receive the visits of diplomatists, of 
ifficials, Aid -of the Roman nobility, 
with a crowd of distinguished per- 
oris. 
Duning -the^^nig-ht (nearly at 


midnight) the signal is given, re- 
peated three times at half-hour in- 
ervals, and all strangers leave the 
conclave.

n the various cardinals, who remain 
hus in their cells, dn company with 
ertaiii of their attendants, while,

This 
greatly affected bis party standing in 
Grand Rapids and when he returned 
home from Germany he retired from 
politics.

Topic— "The Holy Spirit Given."

GOD IS A SPIRIT. 


When Jesus 
talked 
(John iv. 


5-24) with the Samaritan woman al 
the well He taught her that "God is 
a spirit, and they that worship Him 
must 
truth.'' 


Him in spirit and in 


One limitless difference be- 


tweeii our true religion and all false 
and defective faiths is. that the God 
of the Bible is not a visible object. 
as heathen idols are, but "a spirit." 
As a spirit He is everywhere and al- 
ways and all powerful. 
Hence, in 


this lesson, every class should be 
clearly shown at the outset that the 
«ift of the Holy Spirit, of which we 
are to speak, was not the bestowal 
of a favor never before granted untc 
tWs world. 


As "God is a spirit," so the Holy 


One given at Pentecost is only God 
giving out Himself in a plentitucie 
•previously unknown. 
There is 110 


probability of doing much good tc a 
Sunday school class by talking on 
the deep doctrine of Trinity. That 
has depths where all our thoughts 
are drowned, and caution becomes 
•the most carefully trained scholastic, 
much more does It the average In- 
structor of young- minds. 


But without venturing to ventilate 


the truth of the tri-personality of the 
Disty, we iany safely insist that tlie 
Scriptures tench us, not only that 
"God is a spirit" (not many spirits, 
hut one) but that this one spirit is 
shown to be Father and Son and 
Holy Spirit, 'As God over all, blessed 
forever, we call Him Father. 
As 


.the word, who was "with God and 
•was1 G-od/' we call Je'ms the Son. 
And as the Gracious Comforter, ever 
ipresent and working out the designs 
of Deity, we 
call 
Him the 
Holy 


Spirit.

ENDOWED THE PROPHETS. 
In the very opening of holy scrip- 


ture (Jod, in. the Holy Spirit (Gene- 
sis, i., 2), "moved upon the face of 
the waters and said Let there tie 
light, and there was light.1' 
Also

prophets taught and foretold by the 
wisdom 
given 
them < ifchrough. -the 


ample endowment of the Holy Spirit. 
There were no educational'methods 
That could 'have given 
Moses and 


Daniel, Isaiah and Ezekiel their fore-

outlined many centuries before the 
propheeied events became facts or 
record. 


TVTost of all, it was the -Holy. Spirit 


in Jesus which equipped and crown- 
ed Him with deific/attributes. There 
was given unto Him "the spirit 
without measure." Then, being ready 
"to depart" out of this world, Jesus 
promised His most devoted followers- 
tunt (John, xvi., 7) He would send 
upon them the same Holy Spirit who 
inhabited Him. 
Get a clear view of 


this and then turn to the closing- 
scenes of Jesus' life after His resur- 
rection', where (Acts, yii-, 5 and 8) 
He pledged an empowering by the 
Spirit's descent, and we are ready for 
the Pentecostal scene in our lesson. 


The feast of Pentecost, or "Fif- 


tieth," was celebrated by the Jews 
nt tlie end of seven weeks from the 
second day of the Passover (Leviti- 
cus, 23). 
It was an after harvest 


feast, and typified the ingathering 
of the people of God. Fifty days 
had elapsed since Jesus, as

paschal lamb, had suffered to save 


men. 
Now the Holy Spirit of the 


ascended Savior comes to heg'iii tlie 
ingathering' of those for whom He 
died, and au ever memorable occa- 
sion it was. 


•During all the Christian centuries 


the church of Christ has been looking 
back and recalling the outpouring oi 
the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. The 
craving- desire and oft-heard ciy has 
"been that we might have a recur- 
rence of the revival at old Pentecost. 
Let us note something which may 
not ha expected to occur again, and 
then some -which we may have, on 
conditions, at anytime. 
NEED STARTLING BEGINNING. 


We should not expect the (lesson

everyday life, may need attending 
circumstances that will be moi;e im-

they have apparently recovered, al- 
though followed by the use of spirits. 


Persons wilh siu-h a history show 


great susceptibility to the action of 
alcohol. The effects are grateful and 
as pronounced as opium when 
it 


quiets the painful nerve. 
The first 


action of alcohol quickening the 
brain circulation, then slowing- it, 
numbing and paralyzing the sensory 
centers, giving the impression of com- 
fort and approach to health that the 
victim is unable to correct. The use 
of alcohol is quickly followed by 
train of degeneration that is always- 
concealed in the early Ktages and is 
unrecognized by the victim and often 
by his friends.

associated with criminality. In both
